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a) dry admixing paroxetine and excipients in a mixer to form a mixture; or 

b) dry admixing paroxetine and excipienttf, compressing the resulting 
combination into a slug material or roller compacting the resulting combination into a 
strand material, and milling the prepared material into a free flowing mixture; and 

c) compressing the mixture into tablets usirag\single punch or rotary tablet 
machine; / 

provided that one of the excipients is not miccocrystalline cellulose.
